The Centenary International Philatelic 
Exhibition Committee Were Unprepared For 
The Enthusiastic Response Of Collectors

The next most popular exhibit after those of the United Stateg 


of the Bureau of Engraving and 


Printing was that of the Post Office Department of Switzerland. 
Besides the interesting and rare stamps and philatelic items that 
were moved to this country from the Swiss Postal Museum at 
Berne, a beautiful display of its products was made by the printing 
firm of Courvoisier SA. This firm besides printing a goodly number 
of the Swiss stamps, also produces and many times makes the 
designes, of stamps for countries all over Europe and the Near East, 





display did much to educate 
everyone who viewed it on the 
steps that are taken in the design- 
ing and the production of a stamp. 
It showed that there is more to 
stamp design than an artist tak- 
ing a proposed sketch that he 
fancies into the boss, who in turn 
says to the printing department 
head, “Let’s print it.” On the 
moving belt were shown essays 
of the various designs offered to 
meet official requirements when 
a stamp is first proposed. After 
a design is selected, the refine- 
ments carried out in its theme 
was shown until the final form 
was approved. Then this ap- 
proved design was tried in various 
colors and shades of colors, the 
proofs of which were again sent, 
for approval to the top officials, 
who then gave a release on the 
accepted design and color to the 
printers. 

The Swiss also furnished a very 
good infcrmation service about 
their Philatic Agency and other 
Post Office functions. There was 
even a souvenir booth which was 
sponsored by the Swiss, which 
sold Swiss products only. It had 
quite a few attractive items that 
caused us to unlimber the bill 
fold. There wouldn’t be much 
use to try to describe the superb 
items of philatelic interest that the 
Swiss Post Office Department had 
on display, for included were ex- 
hibits from the first cantonal 
stamp on to the present day, with 
postmarks from away back, on 
rare covers and in _ multiple 
pieces. 

It is with sincere regret that we 
now learn that Spencer Ander- 
son was stricken during the night 
of Thursday, May 29 while in his 
hotel room and was found dead the 
next morning. We had only just 
met this well known dealer in 
United States stamps and conduct- 
or of numerous auctions. We ex- 
tend our sincere sympathies to his 
family.

From what we saw dis- 
played there, we have an idea 
that they should reap an abe 
undance of worthy bids for the 
material is certainly worth it. 

Harmer, Rooke and Co. greeted 
many of their clients at their 
booth. They explained their well 
known auction service to interest- 
ed parties, and it might be said 
that never once did we see these 
pleasant people without anyone 
to talk to. 

We had hardly started bacle 
through the various’ exhibits 
again, when lo fickle man that we 
are, we fell in love with another 
woman. Nipping in the bud. any 
scandal that might get started 
we elaborate further by stating 
that the woman was on a stamp.

ture. Philately makes us think. 

“To discover and to teach are 
distinct gifts and are not common- 
ly found united in the same per- 
son. He who spends his time dis- 
pensing his existing knowledge is 
unlikely to have either leisure or 
energy to acquire new. The’ com- 
mon sense of mankind has asso- 
ciated the search for the truth 
with seclusion and quiet. The 
greatest thinkers have been too 
intent upon their work to admit 
of interruption. Pythagoras lived 
for a time in a cave; Thales refus- 
ed the invitations of princes; Pla- 
to withdrew to the grove of 
Academus; and Aristotle gave 
twenty years to a studious dis- 
cipleship under him. Frair Bacon 
lived in a tower, and Newton in- 
dulged in a severity of medita- 
tion which almost shook his rea- 
son. And we can all profit by the 
gospel invitation, “Come _ apart 
with me into a desert place and 
rest a while.” Science has been 
defined as the knowledge of 
things through their causes. To 
attain that end may we not say 
that philately can make a sub- 
stantial contribution? 

“And may we express the hope 
that her votaries, vudiminshed by 
waning interest or ebbing enthu- 
siasm, may ever be blessed with 
a deep sense of the abiding impor- 
tance of objective truth, of forth- 
rightfairness and of kindred kind- 
liness. whereby alone we _ are 
made worthy of both the voca- 
tion and the avocation to which 
we have been called.” 





FIRST FLIGHT SOON 
FROM BOZEMAN, MONT. 





The Post Office Department an- 
nounced today that air mail ser- 
vice will be inaugurated on or 
about June 20 at Bozeman, Mon- 
tana, on Route AM-3. 

A special cachet will be pro- 
vided at Bozeman, and the usual 
treatment of philatelic mail will 
be authorized. 

First flight air mail covers sent 
to the Postmaster should be ac- 
companied by a letter authorizing 
the holding of the covers for the 
first flight and requesting appli- 
eation of the cachet. Space ap- 
proximately 2% inches by 2% 
inches to the left on the address 
side of all covers is required for 
the cachet. 

At the request of collectors, 
covers originating at Bozeman 
will be sent to terminal or junc- 
tion points to be served by the 
first flight, where they will be 
backstamped and forwarded to 
destination.

Junior Collector Cites 
Liking For Flag Stamps 
In Prize Winning Essay 





In another part of this issue, 
mention is made of a contest 
sponsored by Herman Herst, Jr., 
Shrub Oak dealer, and Stamp 
Editor of the Peekskill “Evening 
Star”. The contest was designed 
to publicize philately in West- 
chester County, New York, as 
well as to enable younger col- 
lectors in the Peekskill area to 
win the prize of a beautiful 1840 
Penny Black on cover which was 
donated as the first prize. 

Mr. James J. Gallagher, of 399 
Ringgold Street, Peekskill, was 
winner of the first prize with a 
really fine entry which belies the 
winner’s modest years. James is 
a student at the Guardian Paro- 
chial School in Peekskill, and al- 
though in the winning composi- 
tion he became a bit confused on 
the rotary and flat plate distinc- 
tion, stating that the Belgium flat 
stamp was rotary printed (when 
it was that), the judges neverthe- 
less awarded him the prize. 

In announcing the contest, the 
Star’s Stamp Editor promised 
that the winning entry would be 
given national prominence in a 
stamp paper of national circula- 
tion, and to accomplish this aim, 
LINN’S WEEKLY STAMP NEWS 
is proud to print James Gallag- 
her’s prize winning composition 
in this issue. It follows: 

“The most beautiful United 
States stamp in my opinion is the 
“Overrun Nations Series,” the 
Belgium stamp. 

“This five cent stamp has the 
flag of Belgium in its center. On 
the right is a kneeling figure beg- 
ging for mercy and on the left 
is the Phoenix, symbolizing the 
renewal of life. This sacred myth- 
ological bird was thought to die 
in a nest of flames and to rise 
anew out of its own ashes. 

“This stamp is part of a series 
of stamps hororing the heroic 
resistance of the countries which 
fell under the yoke of the Axis 
power in World war II. In 1943 
twelve stamps were issued bear- 
ing the flags of Poland, Czecho- 
slovakia, Norway, Luxembourg, 
Netherlands, Belgium, France, 
Greece, Yugoslavia, Albania, Aus- 
tria and Denmark. The next year 
another stamp was added to the 
series with the flag of Korea. 
The whole series has the same 
background and denomination. 
Each stamp has the natural colors 
of its flag. The Belgium starhp 
has four colors, the graylike back- 
ground and the three colors of 
its flag. (To my knowledge stamp 
having four colors.) 

“The stamp is printed by the 
rotary press, which is a process 
applied to engraving plates. This 
method is much faster than flat

It is not only 
beautiful from its color stand- 
point, but also from its scientific 
standpoint. This stamp has to go 
through the rotary press four 
times, during which process the 
stamp may be inverted or put in 
backwards. The government tries 
not to let these stamp go to the 
public when they are incorrect. It, 
however, involves the labor of 
many more inspectors.” 

Master Gallagher was the guest 
of honor at the meeting of the 
Cortlandt Stamp Club following 
the presentation of the award. 
The President of the local club is 
Mr. F. P. Burlinghoff, and Mr. 
John J. Dunleavy is Secretary.

This is being written the day following my return from 
the great Centenary International Philatelic Exhibition in 
New York City. It was a great show. No one who was there 
will ever deny that. My desk is heaped with letters and mail 

AES for my personal attention. I have not yet had 
time to gather my thoughts and really ex- 
press my opinion on the many things I saw 
and about the things I heard. There was 
news in the air all the time, some of it we 
feel obligated to keep to ourselves until those 
concerned have an opportunity to brace up 
their own fences. The most unhappy event 
of the entire week was the sudden death of 

ies Oe Spencer Anderson, one of the best of the New 
GEO. LINN York boys anda personal friend. For our own 
part we were besieged with invitations to this and that and 
our chief regret is that we were unable to accept more obliga- 
tions than we did manage to assume. Even then we missed 
some things that we had expected to cover, as frequently it 
was out of order to break away and follow up the next plan 
in mind. 

It would require columns to tell our story, so that this 
editorial can be but a brief review of things that pass thru 
our mind as we hurriedly write these lines so that we may 
get to the mail awaiting us. 

Time after time we were complimented on the produc- 
tion of our May 5th issue which gave about all the informa- 
tion that was available in advance of the show. Time after 
time we were tapped on the shoulder by someone who said 
“you are George Linn, I knew you from your picture in the 
paper”. We were then frequently told that we ought to get a 
better picture. This from subscribers from every part of the 
country, for they were there from everywhere. 

Bert Brownyer, now with Chambers Stamp Journal re- 
marked that he had met more Detroit collectors at this show 
than he usually meets in Detroit, when attending a Michi- 
gan stamp show. Besides covering the country, there were 
large numbers from many foreign countries and all seemed 
to enjoy themselves, 

Just what the total attendance figures were, we have 
not yet learned, but we were told by Mr. Worth Colwell, of 
the firm of Korbel & Colwell, Inc., who furnished the booths 
and equipment for the exhibition, that the crowds at the 
show were the biggest that had-ever been at any show of 
any kind ever held in the Grand Central Palace. At times 
there were so many on the floor that it was thought probable 
that they might have to close the doors to prevent overloading. 

The dealers who did the best and biggest business were 
those who had packaged goods and small items for quick sale. 
Among the leading in this line was the Washington Press, 
whose booth was besieged with buyers from the hour the 
show opened till it closed. Fleetwood, Artmaster and other 
cover service dealers were also doing a heavy business. Most 
of the boys ran out of envelopes and had to get rush‘orders 
through for immediate needs. 

Dealers offering high quality stamps were stymied in 
their efforts by the crowds that lined the edges of their booths 
so the serious buyers were jostled so that it was uncom- 
fortable and unpleasant to look at material that was offered. 

The busiest dealer was your old Uncle Samuel, the guy 
with the long whiskers. This was undoubtedly the biggest 
week in the history of the Philatelic Agency,, which handled 
the local sales through a New York City Post office setup. Fig- 
ures for the week are not yet available but it is safe to say that 
this branch of the show took in more money than all the 
rest of the dealers combined. 

I hope by next week to have copy ready for my running 
account of this trip to the world’s greatest Philatelic Event, 
but now I must get to other work that is awaiting my at- 
tention.

Of The United States 
Happen To Be Your Town! 


One of the popular guessing 
games has always been the num- 
ber of stamp collectors in the 
country. Estimates have run from 
a high of ten million, with James 
Farley the authority, to a low of 
less than fifty thousand, which is 
supposed to be the print order 
for the annual Scott catalogs. 
Somewhere between the two lies 
the truth. 

A new twist on the guessing 
game is furnished by Herman 
Herst, of Shrub Oak, N. Y., who 
sponsors a weekly stamp column 
in the Peekskill “Evening Star”, 
Shrub Oak being a suburb of 
that city. Mr. Herst feels that 
partly through his efforts at mak- 
ing non-collectors and partly 
due to other’ circumstances, 
the number of stamp collectors in 
proportion to-the population of 
Peekskill, which has about 18,000 
people, is greater than in any 
other town in the country. 

The Cortlandt Stamp Club of 
Peekskill is one of the leading 
clubs of the New York City Met- 
ropolitan area, with a member- 
ship of thirty members, all adults. 
There are in addition stamp clubs 
in several of the grade and high 
schools, so that organized Philate- 
ly in Philately is thought to num- 
a at least two hundred collec- 
ors. 

In the four months since the 
Peekskill ‘“‘Star” has been running 
its weekly feature, called “The 
Stamping Ground”, the Post Of- 
fice has reported that their sales 
of commemorative stamps and 
plate number blocks has increas- 
ed tremendously. Peekskill’s 
stamp shop, which also sells 
books and sets and packets re- 
ports that its stamp sales have 
more than doubled since inaugur- 
ation of the column. The Cort- 
landt Club itself has visitors at 
every issue who are either just 
beginning to collect, or whose for- 
mer interest has been whetted by 
the publicity being given the 
hobby locally. 

The “Star” itself has been most 
co-operative, and all stamp stories 
featured by news syndicates in- 
variably are given front page 
publicity. Recently, when the col- 
umn sponsored a_ contest for 
school children in Peekskill and 
vicinity on “The Most Beautiful 
Stamp”, with prizes donated by 
Mr. Herst, the judges of the con- 
test were the Editor of the Star, 
the Postmaster of the City, and 
the President of the Stamp Club. 
In another part of this issue the 
winning entry in this contest is 
published. 

Mr. Herst suggests that if any 
town in the country feels that it 
can claim a greater number of 
collectors in proportion to its pop- 
ulation that they should send 
their claims for recognition to 
this paper. Until convinced other- 
wise, Mr. Herst is dead sure that 
if any town is to be titled the 
Philatelic Capital of America, it 
will be the historic and beautiful 
town of Peekskill.

Cente- 
nary of United States Postage 
Stamp Souvenir Sheet of 1947, 
first placed on sale at New York 
on Monday, May 19, in connection 
with the Centenary International 
Philatelic Exhibition at Grand 
Central Palace, New York City 
resulted in the sale of . 2,325,601 
sheets valued at $348,840.15. 
This special sheet contains re- 
productions of the original 5-cent 
and 10-cent stamps of the 1847 
series and is sold for 15-cents.

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Collectors Should Nof 
Get Excited Because 
Washington Wanders 





Already the mail is beginning 
to arrive with the news from 
many hopeful collectors who 
think that they have something 
unusual in their Centenary Sou- 
venir Sheets, when they find the 
10c red stamp picturing Washing- 
ton out of alignment with the 
5c blue Franklin. This condition 
is nothing but normal in any bi- 
colored printing when it is done 
on obsolete equipment such as 
that in the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing in Washington. 
Since it is only possible to print 
one color at a time at the Bur- 
eau, each sheet must therefore be 
run through the printing presses 
twice, once for each color. 

If the Bureau were possessed 
of modern, multi-color presses, it 
is a certainty that this country 
would have many more two, or 
more color stamps than is now 
produced. These are not printed 
very often now because of the 
work involved on the poor type 
of equipment, Congress could 
certainly forget the politics in- 
volved in the appropriations 
needed for modern equipment at 
the Bureau, even though it might 
mean the laying off of people be- 
cause of the efficiency of such in- 
stallations. Chances are that per- 
haps enough money could be 
saved to help get the Post Office 
out of the red that it is now mired 
in. ; 

The Souvenir Sheets are print- 
ed in large panes containing 
thirty of these souvenir sheets, 
with either the blue part of the 
sheet containing the wording, 
Franklin and the border printed 
first, or the red Washington ten 
cent stamp printed first. It little 
matters, for when the large pane 
is run through the press the sec- 
ond time for the second color it 
is impossible to have perfect reg- 
istration of the image in the 
identical place each time. There- 
fore it will appear that Washing- 
ton is wandering all over the 
sheet. On modern equipment, de- 
pending on how many colors the 
press is built for, it is possible to 
run the color capacity of the press 
and have near perfect registra- 
tion for each color. When this

Under Allied Control 
A Discredit To Anyone 


Some time ago an announce- 
ment was made whereby a com- 
petition was to be held for designs 
for a new set of postage stamps 
for Germany. After much time 
and after thousands of sugges- 
tions were made designs were se- 
lected and announced. 

Now the stamps are coming out 
and such stamps one never before 
saw coming from Germany. The 
beautiful designs of the war peri- 
od are no more, the’ splendid 
printing process of the war period 
are no more. The stamps at hand 
are just about the bottom in poor 
art work and worse than that as 
printing products. 

To look at these issues which 
are doubtless distasteful to the 
public, one would believe that 
the workmen in producing them 
had deliberately sabotaged the 
whole mess by turning out a 
series that even the Allied Mili- 
tary Control might soon get tired 
of looking at for they are by ev- 
ery means about the crummiest 
postage stamps in existence to- 
day. 

A cover at hand from Otto 
Edenharter of Wassburg, bears 
five values of the set, a 6pf. vio- 
let with a man squatting and 
setting a plant in the ground, an 
8pf red with a man sowing seeds 
or grain, a 12pf gray with a man 
carrying a sledge hammer over 
his shoulder, a 16pf green and a 
24pf brown of the same design 
showing a man and a woman, the 
man with a trowel in his hands 
and the woman with a sheaf of 
wheat in her arms. 

The designing, the workman- 
ship and worst of all the print- 
ing is fourth or fifth class all the 
way through and a set that even 
the sponsors should feel ashamed 
of. 

The cover at hand is canceled 
with a ROSENHEIM cancella- 
tion, March 31, 1947 and across 
the top of the envelope and part- 
ly touching the stamps is a _ma- 
chine impression with a “U. S. 
CIVIL CENSORSHIP” marking 
and “MUNICH,” in a circle. The 
circles are repeated across the 
top of the envelope and are join- 

with two wavy lines between 
which are four stars.

PROOFS AND ESSAYS ARE 
EXPLAINED TO COLLECTORS 





The Mercury Stamp Journal, 
second issue, for May, 1947 again 
contains several articles from the 
pen of its editor and publisher, 
Edwin Mueller, that are of con- 
siderable interest to the collectors 
of stamps regardless of their col- 
lecting tastes. One article on 
proofs and essays is so written 
that even the tenderfoot collector 
can follow the smoothly flowing 
presentation of the material. The 
article undertakes to educate the 
reader on the meaning of proofs 
and essays and what is involved 
in their use. 

Another article of pertinent 
and general interest is entitled 
“About Market Values.” Here 
a logical and reasonable explana- 
tion is given to the factors that 
determine the price of various 
stamps. Rigging of the market 
on certain limited issues by syn- 
dicates to inflate the price, during 
which process the collector is 
given a trimming, is given a very 
lucid presentation. 

A further recommendation is 
the article “The New Issues 
Flood.” This periodical is pub- 
lished as time permits. It is 
the house organ of the Mercury

Pre-cancelled Stamps 
Are Clearly Defined 


Every mail brings in some re- 
quest from a new collector asking 
for information about pre-can- 
cel stamps. No better answer 
appears at the present than the 
following concise and lucid article 
on the subject which appeared in 
the May 1947 issue of the Emco 
Monthly Journal, the official 
house organ of the Marks Stamp 
Co., Ltd., Toronto, Canada. 

“Collectors refer to precancel- 
ing as though it were a recent in- 
novation of the Post Office De- 
partment. Precancelled stamps 
are as old in the United States as 
are U. S. stamps. Precanceliing 
is a labor-saving device, it elim- 
inates handling or canceiling of 
circular mailing iists. 

Stamps may be percancelled by 
rubber hand-stamp, hand-electro, 
printing press, or 6n rotary press- 
es, such as the U.S. bureau 
prints. There are typewritten pre- 
cancels; some muitigraphed and 
mimeographed. In rare cases the 
stamps are affixed to the en- 
velopes and then cancelled. 

Frecanceliing developed grad- 
ually. On the Wheeling precancel 
of the 1847 issue, the biack grid 
was placed in the middle of a 
block of four and the stamps af- 
fixed to the maiiing. Thus, each 
stamp shows only a quarter of the 
grid which does not tie it to the 
cover. Whether this was done as 
a precancel or control has not 
been settled. Scott once listed it 
as a precancel. 

The early tendency was toward 
pen-strokes and fancy designs. 
Later, bars and lines, carefwily 
ruled with crayon or brush and 
ink, were used and in some cases, 
were printed with printers’ ruie 


state were printed on the stamps. 
Some of these are in fancy 
shapes; some have dates for con- 
trol. 

Indianapolis, Ind., has the only 
precancel on which U. S. A. ap- 
pears on the overprint. Since 
1915, with the exception of the 
provisional precancels, the gen- 
eral form is the city and state 
names between two bars or lines.”

McKinnon who in turn sold it in 
1878 to Thomas Ridpath. Kven- 
tually it was sold by Mr. Ridpath 
to the late Count von Ferrari.

Panama Issues Comms. 
Honoring Golden Jubilee 
Of Its Fire Department 


A special issue of stamps com- 
memorating the Golden Jubilee 
of the Colon Fire Department was 
authorized on May 15th by the 
Panama Government. Two mil- 
lion stamps will be issued and 
will be placed on sale as soon as 
delivered. The issue will include: 

500,000 stamps of 5c demomina- 
tion, bearing portrait of the 
Colon Firemen’s Monument, 
in bright red against a black 
background. 

500,000 stamps of 10c denomina- 
tion, bearing a picture of an 
“American La France” fire 
engine. in light green, against 
a black background. 

500,000 stamps of 25c denomi- 
nation, bearing a drawing of 
four firemen holding a hose, 
in blue, against a black back- 
ground. 

250,000 stamps of 25c denomi- 
nation, bearing a picture of 
the new Colon Fire Station, 
in brown against a black 
background. 

200,000 stamps of 50c denomina- 
tion,, bearing the likeness of 
Maximo Walker, Colon Fire 
Chief from 1925 to 1936, in 
purple against a black back- 
ground. 

50,000 stamps of $1.00 denomi- 
nation, bearing the likeness 
of former Fire Chief Juan J. 
Amando Ducruet, in yellow, 
against a black background. 

The stamps will bear the dates 
of 1897 and 1947 on the corners 
and will carry the inscription in 
Spanish: Fiftieth Anniversary of 
the Foundation of the Colon Fire 
Department. The 10c, 20c and 
25c stamps will measure four by 
three centimeters, while the 5c, 
50c and $1.00 stamp will measure 
three by four centimeters.

Look this one up in 
the catalog, but don’t try to form 
an opinion of its beauty until you 
gee 2 mint copy of it.

int, the collection of Cardinal 
Spellman of the Vatican Trent 
jssue was tops.

As we approached his exhibit we 
noticed that a fellow was vigor- 
ously polishing the glass on those 
five frames. Since he resembled 
none of the paid help, we deduced 
that here was pride of ownership 
asserting it self (our friends may 
now call us “Sherlock” if they 
wish).

the next fifteen minutes to some 
lively news of things planned by 
this wide awake dealer. Gimbels 
sponsored a sales booth and a 
lounge both at the show. Mr. Min- 
kus had himself quite a job 
keeping an eye on things at the 
booth at the show and on the big 
stamp devartment at 33rd and 
Broadway He was beginning 
to prize sleep, highly. 

Commander Bowie, who through 
the medium of his ads in Linn’s 
has done much to publicise the 
stamp issues produced for various 
parts of Jap occupied Asia by the 
Japanese, states that these stamps 
are now enjoying some _ serious 
and belated popularity. We can 
easily believe this, since we saw 
the activity in these issues at the 
booth. He also had a fine offer- 
ing of British Empire stamps 
that the collectors were relieving 
him of what we thought were 
very reasonable, prices. He re- 
turns to Bermuda soon after the 
show. 

If we were to choose a collec- 
tion that would have the most ap- 
peal to both the stamp collector 
and the non-collector alike, we 
have as first choice that of Henry 
W. Holcombe who had a _ top 
exhibit of match and medicine 
items of the last century. Here 
was a very apt lesson on how to 
mount a very difficult group of 
items for best results. Not only 
did this exhibitor have the actual 
private die stamps for Match, 
Medicine, Perfume and Playing 
Cards, but he had them on the 

igi packages. With the old 
time match boxes, he had samples 
of the actual matches that were 
sold in them. When one con- 
siders that this material was cur- 
rent between 1862-1883, the ef- 
fort expended in_ gathering it 
staggers one. 

The three frame specialized col- 
lection entered by Dr. Herbert C. 
Pollack of Chicago was one of 
the few stamp studies that inter- 
ested us. (At heart we are just 
a plain collector who never spent 
much time on studying broken 
frame lines, re-entries and related 
study material). When an ex- 
hibit of this nature then, is so 
written up and mounted to attract 
one of duil sensibilities on the 
matter such as us, there is no 
question but what the man has 
something, 

Dr. Pollack offered the public 
a chance to view his outstanding 
collection of Bergedorf, and I as 
one of the interested public am 
inspired to exclaim, “Hi champ.” 
The same superlatives hold true 
for the collection of Martin Neu- 
munze, of Palisade, N. J. bibited 
a specialized collection of Baden, 
90 per cent complete, and com- 
posed of shades of various stamps, 
early Baden covers and stamps on

His companion collection of Han- 
over along the same lines was 
equally very fine. Mr. Neumunz 
has written about this collection 
for the readers of Linn’s, the ar- 
ticle “Postmarked Stamps” ap- 
pearing. in the May 26 issue. 

The world must be full of new 
issue fans, or at least the Grand 
Central Palace was, for at no time 
did we ever get near the booth of 
Paul H. Schneider that this pro- 
gressive merchant didn’t have a 
throng around trying to purchase 
his offerings. Perhaps that old 
combination of the goods, reason- 
able prices and service with a 
smile is appreciated by the people 
with morey to spend. The Phila- 
telic Picture Man, sure we mean 
K. Bileski of Winnipeg, was do- 
ing quite well with those beauti- 
ful title pages drawn by Arthur 
Szyk. As predicted some time 
ago in the pages of this paper all 


a person needs to do is see them 
to be sola on them, and from 
what we saw quite a number of 
people agreed with us to the ex- 
tent of laying folding money on 
the line for copies.

Right after we had spent some 
time at the display of the Post 
Office Department of the Hun- 
garian Government, whose stamps 
incidentally are among those we 
collect, the beautifully done col- 
lection of Benoni Bureau of Elm- 
hurst, N. Y. gladdened our eyes. 
The pages on which this superb 
collection was mounted first at- 
tracted: us, then after we started 
viewing the display we were of 
the opinion that here, we were 
right in front of another exhibit 


that should place high in the 
judges opinions. Mr. Bureau 
had fine single copies of the 


stamps of France from 1840 to 
1947 so mounted that the whole 
exhibit read like an interesting 
book which one could not leave 
until ending. 

A collection that presented the 
early postal history of Great 
Britain and which was the entry 
of R. K. Wortley of Essex, England 
told the story of the first stamps 
of this country in such a manner 
that left nothing to conjecture. 
A similar treatment of the stamps 
of St. Lucia was made by B. H. 
Homen, Jr. New York, who had 
one of those specialized studies, 
which rather than being difficult 
for the average collector to com- 
prehend, made the collector all 
the more anxious to promote a 
study of his own. People that 
ean do this are of winning calibre. 

Since we had never attended 
one of these super deluxe stamp 
shows such as the CIPEX, we 
were interested to find out how 
the various entries would be 
mounted, on what kind of album 
pages, how much write up would 
be made and how much embelish- 
ment would be added to the pages. 
To begin with, nearly 90 per cent 
of all entries were entered on 
on plain album pages that had a 
faintly quadrilled background. A 
number were on black pages with 
quadrille also. It was noted that 
a large proportion of the entries 
were using the Bristol Album 
page produced by Linn’s, which is 
of an excellent grade of Bristol 
8%” x 11” in size, and punched 
for a three ring binder. 

(This isr’t meant as an adver- 
tising plug either. That is fact). 
Many of the specialized studies 
were annotated very briefly, some 
not at all and some too much. 
From what we saw and liked, 
a collection with just the right 
amount of write up has it all over 
others. The same goes for page 
embellishment. 

Fancy pages for regular collec- 
tions aren’t too good unless they 
are done conservatively. They are 
personally preferred to those not 
having eny ,but the collector 
must always be cautious of 
choosing the appropriate. Topical 
collections, commemoratives and 
semi-postals should always be giv- 
en some decorative treatment in 
our humble opinion, and we are 
willing to bet that the judges will 
see eye to eye on this .Only in 
one or two exhibits did we note 
album pages that are of the fac- 
tory printed kind. As a whole 
they were noted for their scarcity.

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mittees in charge of exhibits pro- 
claimed in their stand against ac- 
cepting collections mounted in cel- 
lulose acetate and kodapak con- 
tainers for the stamps, we saw 
any number of prominent collec- 
tion mounted in these handy pro- 
tectors. 

Black pages when handled cor- 
rectly form a very striking dis- 
play. We don’t think that they 
are very adaptable to the presen- 
tation of a specialiized study of 
a stamp, or series of stamps, but 
where there are issues with lots 
of color, they remain our choice. 

We believe that we learned a 
number of things that will aid us 
in the pieparation of our own 
collection. This was one of the 
things that we were so anxious to 
see at the CIPEX. Let it be said 
that if we put all the ideas into 
effect that we saw that were 
adaptable to our own _ stamps, 
we're going to be awfully allergic 
to company for many months to 
come. 

Added Note: Since writing the 
abov2 article, we have received 
the .list of winners at the Cen- 
tenary International Philatelic 
Exhibition. Anxiously we com- 
pared our selections of what we 
thought were outstanding exhibits 
against that of the judges. After 
a thorough check of last week’s 
article on the show, our present 
one and cur notes taken while in 
New York, we modestly state 
that we picked winners except in 
one case only. We picked the 
Grand Award right on the nose, 
and wherever else we listed our 
nod of approval, the judges agreed 
with us. Does any one want to 
hire a good stamp show judge?

Collectors Of Stamps 
Are Getting Quite A 
Sucker Reputation 





A clipping from the editorial 
columns of the New York Daily 
News has been sent to us by W. 
Hemstead of that city. It is on- 
ly another indication that the 
stamp collector is being regarded 
as a sucker by uninformed people 
outside of the hobby. No doubt 
there have been enough reasons 
both from within and without 
philately to earn this title, but 
actually we think that collectors 
as a rule are less gullible than the 
ordinary citizen who is taken for 
plenty each day at the grocery, 
furniture store, the dairy and any 
other place of business that might 
be mentioned. The New York 
Daily New has this to say. 

“One of the more surprising of 
recent news items is that the 
United Nations, that great and 
idealistic organization is thinking 
of so earthy a matter as making 
some money for itself. What’s 
more, we find ourselves feeling 
that the scheme is a good one— 
especially since the UN, with 1947 
not yet half over, has spent near- 
ly $6,000,00C more than its 
$27,740,000 for all of 1947. 

The idea is for the UN to issue 
postage stamps of its own, for the 
vast amounts of mail it and its 
delegates and employes send out, 
and to arrange to have these 
stamps honored by the postal ser- 
vices of all countries. 

Most of the revcnue would 
come, not from sales of stamps to 
UN delegates and payrollers, but 
from the race of stamp collectors 
all over the world. 

Why this race exists has always 
been a mystery to this reporter. 
But it does, and in tremendous 
numbers. 

It is believed by backers of the 
UN-stamp scheme that up_ to 
$5,000,000 a year-could be raised 
by this means—which would be 
that much of a load off the tax- 
payers supporting the UN. These 
taxpayers, natch, are our Ameri- 
can selves in large part. 

So we're strong for the UN’s 
getting busy issuing stamps, and 
it can’t start too soon to suit us. 





SWISS STAMP APT TO RUN 
WHEN SOAKED IN WATER 





Some collectors have had a 
very sad experience when soak- 
ing the stamp issued by Switzer- 
land in honor of the Centenary of 
Postage stamps and used for just 
the initial flight of Swissair to 
this country. Ordinary soaking in 
water will leave nothing but a 
piece of paper on which the colors 
have run badly. This is due to 
the fact that this stamp was 
printed with fugitive inks.

lron Monster To Gobble 
Innocent Little Letters 
In Dayton Postoffice 





A horrible robot without heart, 
or feeling will soon take over in 
the Dayten, Ohio Post Office 
where it will try to abate its in- 
satiable appetite with the con- 
sumption of innocent little letters 
snatched from the hands of citi- 
zens. It will be especially active 
during the dark hours of the night 
when most of the personnel will 
be home in bed and not able to 
keep an eye on it. 

Word of all this comes from 
Acting Postmaster Harry Schie- 
wetz of the Dayton Post Office 
who has just made public. the 
news that a mailomat is to be in- 
stalled in the lobby. Six months 
ago he requested the Post Office 
Department in Washington for 
permission to have one of these 
machines. The P. O. D. gave their 
usual swift action to the request, 
because last week Mr. Schiewetz 
received the Okay. 

The way the contraption works 
is simple. All one has to do is set 
a knob to the fee needed for the 
piece of mail in question (1st class 
3c, Airmail 5c, etc.) put in the 
money, press a button and then 
dodge to ene side hurriedly as a 
safety measure in case the thing 
explodes, or the jack pot is hit 
whet. the danger of being covered 
with nickles and pennies would 
be great. 

All this pushing of buttons and 
levers causes the letter to be gob- 
bled, have a stamp printed there- 
on and the mail ejected in the 
proper receptacle in the back of 
it. The receptacles will be un- 
loaded regularly, so chances of 
the robot getting fat are nil. Most 
useful period of the day for the 
letter gobbler will be from 7:00 p. 
m. to 7:00 a. m. when the stamp 
windows are closed. 

As yet, no date of delivery 
has been made to Postmaster 
Schiewetz, and he doesn’t expect it 
for some time to come. As of now, 
the machines are not in general 
use throughout the United States. 
There have been several placed in 
strategic locations around the 
country or an experimental basis, 
but nothing for keeps. No doubt 
some people will insist on first 
day covers from this Iron Man 
Post Office, so if any more is 
heard about the premiere of this 
metal debutante, our readers will 
be notified. Being passionately 
fond of those little paper postage 
stamps causes us to hope that all 
of the children of the Robot have 
rusty bolts.
